A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE JOHN KR. HAWKINS HIGH SCHOOL 


A little more than two decades ago an interested gr 
the vicinity of Warrenton, accepted mie challenge of Jalius Racawesat ee 
well-known philanthropist, to meet him on half-way ground in buildin a 
High school for the boys and girls of Warren County. Among those who figured 
prominently in the early beginning of the school were Mrs, Lenora Ransome 
Mr. Burrell Thornton, Mr. Ossian Ellis, Mr. John S. Green, Mr. Paul Hale :

This tremendous task having begun, the entitre county becam n 
and began to unite their forces. Some gave money, some Mees emery Ase 
others gave materials needed for the erection of the building. At intervals 
many of the ladies would prepare a variety of foodstuffs, bring and sell it’ 
at the Elementary school, which is still being used to house the first six 
proce: We have record of one day's selling that nettéd more than a hundred 

ollars. 

In the year of 1923, the foundation for the main building was laid and 
the work continued until its completion. September of 1924 marked the open= 
ing. On this beautiful day, boys and girls of the community thronged the 
campus. This in-pour of youth opened the eyes of those who thought tat the 
size of the building was adequate. This accomplishment was a meager begin- 


ning of the heights to be attained. 
The first principal of the High school, which at that time was simply 


called the"Warrenton High school" was Mr. J. A. Lester, of Raleigh, North 
Carolina, who remained for three years. Dufting his administration the 
Teacherage was added. 

Mr. D. Marshall Jarnagin was successor to Mr. Lester. He served very 
efficiently for sixteen years. When he came, he found eight teachers, four 
_ elementary and four high school, and an enrollment of three hundred and 
_ seventy-five pupiis; two hundred and fifty-nine elementary, and one hundred 
" and sixteen high school, all of which were housed in one building of seven 
“4 rooms, and an auditorium. There were four byses then. During his adminis- 

_ tration the Allen Yocational building and the gymnasium were erected. In 

%; 1936, a school bus was purchased to carry various school groups on trips 
out-of-town. When Mr. Jarnagin left us the school enrollment had almost 
reached the one-thousand mark. The faculty had increased from eight to 
twenty-eight. There were ten school buses, four of which were making second 
loads, which is equivalent to fourteen buses. 

A "Mothers Club" was organized in 1935. Mrs. Ada Strong Johnson was its 
first president, followed by Mrs. Ada Rice Jarnagin, who was a very capable 
president for ten years. The "Hawkins Herald; the school paper began its 
publication in 1930. 

It is believed that Mr. John Green was influential in having the parents 
and patrons to name the school after John Robert Hawkins, prominent resident: 
of Warren County, churchman and business executive. He contributed a sum of 
money to the school as a token of appreciation for the hénor which was 
bestowed. 

The Parent-Teacher Association has functioned actively and fruitfully 
since 1919. The following account gives an excellent account of the past 
service record of P. T. A. presidents.

The "New Homemakers Of America" is the National organization of Negro 
pupils studying Homemaking in Junior and Senior High schools. The organi- 
zation was founded in 1944 by representatives from all of the states that 
are incorporated in the program. This wag accomplished through a series of 
sectional and national meetings. 

The John Re Hawkins Chapter of the "New Homemakers Of America" became 
affiliated with the National organization in the fall of 1944, under the 
advisorship of Miss. Queen Esther Burgess and Mrs. L. E. Mc Grier. Among 
the projects which this organization has undertaken are the making of 
garments for the Russian War Relief and the sending of Christmas gifts to un- 
fortunate people in war-devastated countries. 

The New Homemakers of America is a non-profit corporation which has for 
its purpose the development of social qualities, the provision for whole- 
some recreational activities, and pfomotion of better home life for its 
members and their families. Through the program of the organization its
